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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 



1. This correspondence is in response to the amendments filed 5/31/2001. 

2. Claims 1-20 have been canceled. Claims 21-40 have been added. Claims 21-40 are pending. 

3. Applicants' arguments filed on 5/31/ 2001 have been fully considered, and discussed within the 
following rejection under 35 U. S. C.102 are not deemed to be persuasive. Therefore, claims 
21-40 are rejected under 35 U. S. C.102 as being unpatentable over the art cited below, and 
Applicant's request for allowance is denied. 



4. Claims 25-28 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claims 
21-24. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they 
both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one 
claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 
706.03(k). Independent claims 21 and 25 are identical except for the receiver in claim 21 : 
"...receives a request from an individual for information regarding at least one of the state of, a 
value of, a change in value of, and a percent change in, said at least one factor... "(Page 3, lines 
6-9), The receiver in claim 25 refers to a request from an individual for information about an 
account that: "...can be correlated with at least one of the state of, a value of, a change in value 
of, and a percent change in, said at least one factor"(Page 7, line 22-page 8, line 2). These are 
substantially duplicate features because in both of them the individual is requesting an information 
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regarding at least one of the state of, a value of, a change in value of, and a percent change in, 
said at least one factor. These two claims are not patentably distinct. Similarly, claims 22-24 and 
26-28 have exact duplicate wording and depend upon claims 21 and 25, respectively; and are thus 
considered duplicates. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action; 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign countr>' or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 21-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Homi Byramii 
[Databases boost fundamental analysis (automation in the investment industry). Wall Street 
Computer Review, Nov. 1988, Vol. 6, No. 2, page 46(8)] (hereinafter called Byramji). 
Claims 21 and 25: Byramji discloses an apparatus for providing financial information and/or 
investment information, comprising: 

a database ("...databases...", page 2, lines 34-37; "... large databases...", page 2, line 22 and page 
3, lines 17-21), wherein said database stores information regarding at least one factor and 
information regarding at least one of a stock (page 7, line 12), a bond, a security (page 1, line 14), 
securities, a portfolio of securities, a market instrument, an index instrument, a financial market, a 
market index, a mutual fund, a trust, a currency, currencies, a commodity, commodities, a foreign 
exchange rate, an interest rate, a utility service, a utility product, an energy service, an energy 
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product, a telecommunication service, a telecommunication product, a bandwidth service, a 
bandwidth product, a debt product, a credit product, a credit derivative product, a derivative, an 
option, a future, a forward, a contract, and an account, which can be correlated ("...calculate...", 
page 2, line 48 and page 5, lines 9-16) with said at least one factor (page 1, line 46), 
a receiver ("...users can download standard, analytic or financial,..", page 2, lines 57-58; "...users 
have unlimited dial-up access to Fact Set's mainframe...", page 3, lines 14-16, "...users dial into 
the IDC computers ...on line...", page 3, line 52; and "... installed on user's in-house computers 
and... networks...", page 6, lines 26-27), wherein said receiver receives a request from 
an individual for information regarding at least one of a state of, a value of, a change in value of, 
and a percent change in, said at least one factor, and information regarding at least one of a stock 
(page 7, line 12), a bond (page 1, line 14), a security, securities, a portfolio of securities, a market 
instrument, an index instrument, a financial market, a market index, a mutual fimd, a trust, a 
currency, currencies, a commodity, commodities, a foreign exchange rate, an interest rate, a utility 
service, a utility product, an energy service, an energy product, a telecommunication service, a 
telecommunication product, a bandwidth service, a bandwidth product, a debt product, a credit 
product, a credit derivative product, a derivative, an option, a future, a forward, a contract, and 
an account, which can be correlated ("...calculate...", page 2, line 48 and page 5, lines 9-16) with 
said at least one factor (page 1 , line 46); a processor ("computer", page 1 , line 1 6, page 2, line 4 
and "processing", line 43, "software", page 3, lines 28-30), wherein said processor processes said 
request in conjunction with said information stored in said database, and fiarther wherein said 
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processor generates a report, wherein said report contains information regarding at least one of a 
state of, a value of, a change in value of, and a percent change in, said at least one factor and 
information regarding at least one of a stock, a bond, a security, securities, a portfolio of 
securities, a market instrument, an index instrument, a financial market, a market index, a mutual 
fund, a trust, a currency, currencies, a commodity, commodities, a foreign exchange rate, an 
interest rate, a utility service, a utility product, an energy service, an energy product, a 
telecommunication service, a telecommunication product, a bandwidth service, a bandwidth 
product, a debt product, a credit product, a credit derivative product, a derivative, an option, a 
fiiture, a forward, a contract, and an account, which is correlated with at least one of a state of, a 
value of, a change in value of, and a percent change in, said at least one factor, wherein said 
report (page 3, lines 4-6 and 17-25, and page 7, line 8) further contains at least one of historical 
information, statistical information and forecasting information; and a transmitter ("appropriate 
delivery vehicle", page 2, line 23, and "on-line", page 3, line 53), wherein said transmitter 
transmits said report (page 1, line 30, page 2, line 39, page 3, line 23, page 4, lines 14 and 48, 
page 5, Hne 29 and page 7, line 8) to a communication device associated with the individual. 
Claims 22 and 26: Byramji discloses the apparatus of claims 21 and 25, wherein said at least one 
factor is at least one of a financial factor, a factor model, a factor ratio (page 1, line 46), a stock, a 
bond, a security, a portfolio of securities, a financial market, a market index, a currency, a 
commodity, a foreign exchange rate, an interest rate, a utility service, a utility product, an energy 
service, an energy product, a telecommunication service, a telecommunication product, a 
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bandwidth service, a bandwidth product, a debt product, a credit product, a credit derivative 
product, a derivative, an option, a future, a forward, a contract, is at least one of a financial 
factor, a factor model, a technical factor, a flindamental factor, an economic factor, a market 
factor, a utility factor, a commodity factor, an energy factor, a psychological factor, an 
environmental factor, a time factor, a timing factor, and a news event. 
Claims 23 and 27: Byramji discloses the apparatus of claims 21 and 25, wherein the 
communication device is at least one of a personal computer (page 3, line 53, and page 4, lines 5 
and 6), a hand-held computer, a palmtop computer, a laptop computer, a personal communication 
device, a personal digital assistant, a telephone, a digital telephone, a display telephone, a video 
telephone, a videophone, a 3G telephone, a cellular telephone, a wireless telephone, a television, 
an interactive television, a beeper, a pager, and a watch, and further wherein said report (page 1 , 
line 30, page 2, line 39, page 3, line 23, page 4, lines 14 and 48, page 5, line 29 and page 7, line 8) 
contains at least one of a text information, graphical information, a chart, a table, video 
information, an image, and audio information. 

Claims 24 and 28: Byramji discloses the apparatus of claim 21 and 25, wherein said information 
stored in said database ("...databases...", page 2, lines 34-37; "...large databases...", page 2, line 
22 and page 3, lines 17-21) is updated by at least one of a financial institution computer, a 
financial intermediary computer, an external information source computer, and a security issuer 
computer (Page 5, lines 6-8). 
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Claim 29: Byramji discloses an apparatus for providing financial information and/or investment 
information, comprising: 

a receiver ("...users can dov^nload standard, analytic or financial...", page 2, lines 57-58; users 
have unlimited dial-up access to Fact Set's mainframe...", page 3, lines 14-16, "...users dial into 
the IDC computers ...on line...", page 3, line 52; and "...installed on user's in-house computers 
and... netv^orks...'", page 6, lines 26-27), wherein said receiver receives a request from 
an individual to receive notification (page 2, line 2) regarding at least one of a state of, a change in 
state of, a change in value of, and a percent change in value of, at least one factor along with 
information regarding how said at least one of a state of, a change in state of, a change in value 
of, and a percent change in value of, said at least one factor at least one of can and may affect at 
least one of a stock (page 7, line 12), a bond, a security (page 1, line 14), securities, a portfolio of 
securities, a market instrument, an index instrument, a financial market, a market index, a mutual 
fijnd, a trust, a currency, currencies, a commodity, commodities, a foreign exchange rate, an

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Claim 37: Byramji discloses the apparatus of claim 34, wherein said information stored in said 
database ("...databases...", page 2, lines 34-37; "...large databases...", page 2, line 22 and page 3, 
lines 17-21) is updated by at least one of a financial institution computer, a financial intermediary 
computer, an external information source computer, and a security issuer computer (Page 5, lines 
6-8).. 

Claim 38: Byramji discloses the apparatus of claim 34, wherein said action performed by said 
processor ("computer", page 1, line 16, page 2, line 4 and "processing", line 43, "software", page 
3, lines 28-30) is at least one of purchasing, buying, selling, trading, borrowing, exchanging, 
taking a position in, obtaining a position in (page 5, lines 14-18), and liquidating a position in, at 
least one of a stock, a bond, a security, securities, a portfolio of securities, a market instrument, 
an index instrument, a mutual fund, a trust, a currency, currencies, a commodity, commodities, a 
foreign exchange rate, an interest rate, a utility service, a utility product, an energy service, an 
energy product, a telecommunication service, a telecommunication product, a bandwidth service, 
a bandwidth product, a debt product, a credit product, a credh derivative product, a derivative, an 
option, a future, a forward, a financial instrument, and a contract associated with at least one of a 
stock (page 7, line 12), a bond, a security (page 1, line 14), securities, a portfolio of securities, a 
market instrument, an index instrument, a mutual ftind, a trust, a currency, currencies, a 
commodity, commodities, a foreign exchange rate, an interest rate, a utility service, a utility

Claim 39: Byramji discloses the apparatus of claim 38, wherein said report (page 1 , line 30, page

information regarding said action performed by said processor (page 5, lines 14-18), 
Claim 40: Byramji discloses the apparatus of claim 34, wherein said apparatus utilizes at least one 
of an intelligent agent (page 5, lines 9-17), a software agent (page 2, lines 16-19, page 3, lines 
1-59), and a mobile agent. 

Response to Arguments 

7. AppHcant's arguments filed 5/31/2001 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

8, Applicant argues that "Byramji does not disclose or suggest an apparatus for providing 
financial information and/or investment information, which comprises..." (Page 27, lines 
Byramji discloses in his article "Databases boost fundamental analysis (automation in the 
investment industry)", on the Wall street Computer Review, vol. 6, No. 2, Nov. 1988, page 46 (8) 
the status of the financial information "...in the late 1980's..." (page 1, line 11, emphasis added) 
and added: "...Faced with turbulent securities markets, a shifty economy and intense pressure to 
squeeze the most performance out of every investment, money managers have reversed their early 
suspicion of computers and now recognize the value of their speed and efficiency" (page 1, lines 
12-17, emphasis added). This turbulence in the financial markets results from many changes due 
to different factors that affect their products. Detecting and notifying these changes to the 
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operators in the financial industry is the main objective of any financial information and/or 
investment information system, from the "late 1980's", as Byramji pointed out in his article. 
Thus, Byramji discloses an apparatus and a method for "providing financial information and/or 
investment information, which comprises...". 

Applicant argues that the Byramji's apparatus does not comprises: "...receiver..." (page 27, line 
1 1, page 30, line 19, page 34, line 4, page 37, line 19, page 41, line 15). 
Byramji discloses: 

"...users can download standard analytic or financial statement reports..." (page 2, lines 57-57), 
"... users have unlimited dial-up access to Fact Set's mainframe..." ( page 3, lines 14-16), "...users 
dial into the IDC computers ...on line..." ( page 3, line 52), 

"... installed on user's in-house computers and... networks..." (page 6, lines 26-27). Thus, Byramji 
discloses an apparatus that comprises a receiver feature and a method that comprises the step of 
receiving, 

Applicant argues that the Byramji's apparatus does not comprises: "processor" (page 28, line 8, 
page 31, line 16, page 35, line 2, page 39, line 2, and page 43, line 2). 
Byramji discloses: 

"..."computer" (page 1, line 16 and page 2, line 4) and 

"...processing..." (page 2, line 43) and "...software... "(page 3, lines 28-30). Thus, Byramji 
discloses an apparatus that comprises a processor feature and a method that comprises the step of 
processing. 
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Applicant argues that the Byramji's apparatus does not comprises: "transmitter" (page 29, line 1 1, 
page 32, line 16, page 36, line 12, page 40, line 13, and page 45, line 10). 
Byramji discloses: 

"...appropriate delivery vehicle..." (page 2, line 23), and 

"...on-line... "(page 3, line 53). Thus, Byramji discloses an apparatus that comprises a transmitter 
feature and a method that comprises the step of transmitting. 

Applicant argues that the Byramji's apparatus does not comprises: "generating a notification signal 
..,...and said report..." (page 39, lines 6-7, and page 40, lines 12-17). 
Byramji discloses: 

"...report this data..." (page 1, line 30, page 2, line 39, page 3, line 23, page 4, lines 
14 and 48, page 5, Hne 29 and page 7, line 8). Thus, Byramji discloses an apparatus that 
comprises a feature for generate a report and a method that comprises the step of generating a 
report.
